Lees, speed ily impresses on e with the 
n otion that the American people are 
afflicted with a sad pov erty of in v en ­ 
tion in the matter of n ames. Further 
stud y, howev er, creates an en tirely 
opposite impression ; for we fin d an 
abun d an ce of n ames that, it seems, 
n othin g but an almost malign an t in ­ 
gen uity could hav e d ev ised . 
For example, there is Buck Sn ort iD 
Alabama an d Ten n essee; Calf Killer 
in Ten n essee, You Bet in Californ ia, 
Ubet in Mon tan a, Ultima Thule in 
Arkan sas, AIlsiip in Alabama, Mon th 
of Wolf in Ten n essee, Kin g of Prus­ 
sia in Pen n sylv an ia, Bird in Han d in 
Pen n sylv an ia, Blowout in Texas, Bo­ 
bo in three states, an d Grub Gulch 
in Californ ia.
